TO  THE  PUBLIC. 

It  has  often  been  made  a  ground  of  complaint  against  the  Stage  that  it  does  little  or  nothing  to 
educate  the  masses,  and  there  are  many  well-meaning  people  who  wish  to  see  it  become  an  adjunct  to  the 
pulpit.  If  the  pulpit  would  consent  to  divide  its  substantial  endowments  with  the  stage,  the  latter  would 
no  doubt  willingly  increase  its  number  of  preachers.  The  term  preachers  is  used  advisedly  because  it  is 
no  secret  that  the  same  masters  of  elocution  instruct  both  the  clergyman  and  the  player,  until  it  is  some¬ 
times  difficult  to  know  whether  you  are  listening  to  the  Reverend  Mr.  HAMLET  on  the  stage,  or  the 
PRINCE  OF  DENMARK  in  the  pulpit. 

The  desire  to  combine  instruction  with  amusement  has  led  to  the  spread  of  those  curious  educa¬ 
tional  gatherings  called  “  Spelling  Bees,”  which  now  in  every  town  compete  vigorously  with  the  circus, 
the  music  hall,  and  the  theatre.  Those  who  think  that  language  was  really  given  to  man  to  conceal  his 
thoughts,  must  look  upon  the  promoters  of  these  gatherings  as  somewhat  mistaken  enthusiasts.  The  more 
confused  notions  we  have  of  spelling,  the  mope  effective  will  our  language  become  as  a  concealing  agent. 
Whatever  opinions,  however,  theatrical  managers  may  have  of  the  value  of  “  Spelling  Bees,”  they  can 
hardly  afford  to  disregard  their  growing  popularity  with  the  public.  The  abstract  and  brief  chroniclers 
of  the  time  must  represent  the  time,  if  they  would  not  be  driven  out  of  the  field  by  more  watchful 
opponents.
